If untrue, the 
ones responsible for the statements are 
consciously <»r otherwise, subjecting 
Texas t<> unmerited criticism. 
With respect to Texas’ status in 
terms of financial support of educa­ 
tion, it will be interesting to note tin4 
differences,

between findings of the Texas educa­ 
tional survey and those applicable to 
Texas published by the educational 
finance inquiry under the American 
council of education. 
Both organiza­ 
tions are composed of educators and 
experts of high standing and unim­ 
peachable integrity. 
Each owes its 
existence to a better understanding of 
facts, figures and factors as related 
to 
educational 
service.

altogether improbable that in regard 
to Texas’ standing among the states, 
the two reports will approximately 
agree.
